Referring to Fig. S, the teyboard mounting arm 213 may hold a computer 
keyboard and is adjustable in several du^ections. The keyboard mounting aim 213 may include two 
keyboard mounts 21 5 and a plurality of adjustois. For example, the keyboard mounting arm 213 
shown indudes a first mount 216 that may be attadied^ for example, to an end of -die fourth angled 
member 172 (Pig. 4). Second and third adjustots 218, 220 may be loosened and tightmed to 
£icilitate positioning the keyboard mounting arm 213 in any convenient position so that a user has 
easy access to the computer k^boaid and/or a computer mouse. According to some embodiments, 
the keyboard mounts 215 may support a keyboazdplatfonn 217 to accommodate akeyboard and/or a 
mouse and mouse jmd of any shape or size. 
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
